powers, and its present personnel is 
such that it has been of distinct value

The members are appointed for j 
various terms, and it so happens that ' 
most of them are enthusiasts, one of J 
them at least to the extent of having 
given land and money to the state 
for the establishment 
and m ainten­ 
ance of one of the sub-stations . The 
time may come, and it may not be far 
away, when the need of these gentle­ 
men will havje ceased to exist, but 
President Bizzell while agreeing with 
the principle that "too m any cooks 
may spoil the broth,” is of the opinion 
that no change is desirable at this 
time. 
The college board would later 
undertake the work these gentlemen 
are doing, under the recommendations 
ai both the sub committee and the 
general committee.
